ferson, Monroe. Lincoln. Cleveland, 
to m ention a few of his predeces­ 
sors who were lawyers? 
Did lie 
intend 
to 
discredit 
M arshall, 
Holme*.

Cardozo? 
"O r did Mr, Roosevelt intend his 
aspersions only for those lawyers 
who refuse to accept his New Deal 
philosophy and swallow it whole— 
men like W heeler, Borah, Sum ners, 
Burke, Pettengill and others whose 
recognized legal knowledge and ex­ 
perience were used so efiectively 
to defeat his court-packing scheme?

J ULY SETS NEW 
ACCIDENT MARK 


85 Killed, 938 Injured 
1,021 Mishaps Re­ 
ported 


A greater number of accidents on 
state highways outside municipali­ 
ties was reported for July than for 
any other month .since the traffic 
division of the Ohio highway 
de­ 
partment began collecting such ac­ 
cident statistics back in 1934. H igh­ 
way Director John Jaster, Jr., an­ 
nounced today. 
In the 
1021 automobile mishaps 
reported to the traffic divLsion, 8 5 
persons were killed and 938 injured. 
Fifty-one more accidents were re­ 
ported for July of this year than 
lor the previous high month. Au­ 
gust of 19 36. when 9 70 traffic acci­ 
dents on state highways were re­ 
corded. 
The number killed, however, was 
not the highest on 
record 
but 
eoualled the previous high month 
of October, 1934, when 8 5 persons 
lo§ t their lives in accidents on state 
highways outside municipalities in 
Ohio. 
The number Injured 
was 
the 
highest since August. 1936, when 
914 persons suffered injuries against 
938 persons injured last month. 
Of the 8 5 persons killed in July, 
66 were men and 19 were women. 
Of the 938 persons 
injured, 
513 
were men and 425 were women. 
Pedestrians killed 
numbered 
8 
while 16 pedestrians were injured. ! 
On the basis of the July figures 
Highway Director Jaster predicted 
an all-time high in motor accidents j 
for Ohio in 1937 unless the motor­ 
ists of the state take to heart the ( 
admonition to: 
“Drive safely and save a life!”
